Frank Racioppo is a 
hands-on developer with a 


mud-splattered jeep, work 
boots encrusted with the 
silty soil of the Queenston 
quarry, a cell-phone as likely 
to connect him to a bulldoz¬ 
er on site as his office. 

After five years and about 
$15 million invested in his 


quest for the many approvals 
needed to reclaim the quarry 
and build condos, a golf 
course, hotel complex and 
vineyard, as well as a long list 
of appealing amenities— 
approvals that should all be 
in place by the fall— 
Racioppo hopes to add 
another attractive and 
unique feature to a develop¬ 
ment that is already promis¬ 
ing to be distinctive and 
stunning. 

Last spring, he learned 


the soil covering the remark¬ 
able vertical rock faces of the 
former quarry and expose 
the limestone to border a 
portion of the development. 
That was the beginning of a 
seed that was planted that he 
hopes will come to fruition— 
the use of relatively inexpen¬ 
sive geothermal energy to 


heat and cool the entire proj¬ 
ect. 

Racioppo explains that in 
discussion with Suzanne 
Wiltshire, an environmental 
consultant with Golder 
Associates, he discovered 
that the unique topography 
of the quarry could make 
geothermal energy not only 
feasible but cost-effective, 
with enough acreage to lay 
the piping horizontally about 
six to 10 feet under what will 
be the golf course. 

All the factors that could 
make it efficient and afford¬ 
able seem to be working for 
them, he says—the weather 
conditions on the ridge of 
the escarpment,an already- 
excavated site, and the abun¬ 
dance of silty soil, which

the risk of the capital cost 
and maintenance, and 
guarantee to provide 
energy at an affordable 

In addition to the cost 
savings, geothermal ener¬ 
gy is about as green and 
sustainable as you can 
find, he says. 

“And it is so extraordi¬ 
narily simple. That’s what 
makes it so beautiful.” 

Consultant Suzanne 
Wiltshire agrees. 

“It isn’t a matter of 
whether it will work - it 
will work. It’s a matter of 
the metrics—how much 
property it will take, how 
many miles of loops, how 
much it will cost. But there 
is no doubt Frank’s got a 
winner,” says Wiltshire. 

“It’s so nice to see some¬ 
thing that started as an 
industrial property, a 
brownfield, developed in 
such a way that it’s not 
going to be just a golf 
course, but will also pro¬ 
vide energy. He’s getting 
double value out of that 
property—turning brown 
into green, into something 
very sustainable.” 

Racioppo and his part¬ 
ner Boris Danoff, a land¬ 
scape and golf course 
designer, hope to have 
drawings of the condo¬ 
miniums—designed by 
heritage architect Julian 
Smith—to begin market¬ 
ing next spring

“It’s an extraordinary 
opportunity,” says 

Racioppo. 

“We may be able to sup¬ 


ply all the energy—heat¬ 
ing and cooling—for this 
project.” 

It will be the first time in 
Ontario, and possibly in 
Canada, that a project of 


this scope will rely on 
geothermal energy, which 
usually depends on 
expensive vertical piping 
that is just too costly to be 
attractive or practical, he 


Geothermal energy 
relies on the ground tem¬ 
perature of the earth, pro¬ 
viding through a loop of 
underground piping a 


steady supply of heat in 
the winter connected to a 
forced air or radiant sys¬ 
tem, and reversing the 
process in the summer, 
transferring heat to the 
earth. 

A trial loop of 2,000 feet 
of two-inch diameter pip¬ 
ing has been laid horizon¬ 
tally in a corner of the site, 
underneath what will 
soon be the fairway for the 
fourth hole of the golf 
course, to test a number of 
factors that will determine 
if it will indeed, as 
Racioppo hopes, be the 
perfect site for geothermal 
energy. 

He expects to discover it 
will take about 30 acres of 
pipe to provide the heat¬ 
ing and cooling required 
for the 280-acre develop¬ 
ment, but with the acreage 
set aside for the golf 
course, the project has 
that kind of space avail¬ 
able. 

If test results show geot¬ 
hermal energy to be effi¬ 
cient and profitable, the 
quarry development com¬ 
pany will supply it, at a 
lower price than tradition¬ 
al sources, to the corpora¬ 
tions of the 750 apartment 
condominiums and the 
other buildings on the 
site, he says. 

"We know residents

Dee Road changes 
concern residents 

It was recently reported 
that Dee Road in Queenston 
was to be widened from four 
feet to six feet, relative to 
plans for development of a 
housing lot 

While many readers might 
recognize this as an error, we 
think it is important to 
understand that this is not an 
insignificant widening, as 
would be implied by the arti¬ 
cle, but an expansion and 
paving of a small, gravelled 
country lane from the cur¬ 
rent four metres (13.08 ft.) to 
six metres (19.63 ft), an 
increase in width of more 
than 6.5 feet.

Dee Road is an integral 
part of the Picturesque 
Cultural Landscape stretch¬ 
ing across the Willowbank 
property facing Queenston 
Street, for which Willowbank 
received a National Heritage 
designation, and including 
the Kormos property to the 

It is an area considered to 
be of significant archaeologi¬ 
cal interest and is listed by 
the Town of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake as qualifying as "both a 
designed and evolved cultur¬ 
al heritage landscape." 

The document regarding 
the heritage attributes goes 
on to state: “Key attributes 
that embody the heritage 
value of Dee Road as one of 
the best examples of an orig¬ 
inal, unimproved country 
road in Niagara-on-the-Lake 
include its one lane gravel 
and grass track, large num¬ 
ber of mature, overhanging 
trees, proximity to heritage 
properties.” 


The proposed widening 
and paving will destroy these 
elements permanently. 

If the east portion at 
Queenston Street is used as 
access, the roadwork will 
come dangerously close to 
the historic stone wall on the 
Willowbank property to the 
north, and within five feet of 
the 200-year-old Kormos 
house to the south. 

If the access is over the 
west end of Dee Road, the 
“improvements” will require 
extensive re-grading of a very 


steep slope and removal of 
significant forest growth. 

The Queenston Residents’ 
Association has opposed 
these “improvements” from 
the outset and continues to 
try to work with the Town to 
find a solution that will leave 
this small but important 
piece of Queenston heritage 
intact

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NOTL launches another swimmer from its shores 


There have been about 35 
recorded swimmers who have 
successfully crossed Lake 
Ontario after taking their first 
strokes through what is now 
green, slimy water lapping the 
beach at Queen’s Royal Park. 

Many more have tried and 
been bested by the lake, the 
darkness, the weather or the 
strong current that saps their 
already depleted strength 
within site of their final desti¬ 
nation. 

They have come from as far 
away as Australia, Barbados, 
England or Mexico to depart 
from our shore, some slipping 
away quietly after dark, others 
with crowds of supporters 
waving and cheering them on. 

But all who leave from our 
beach take a part of NOTL 
with them, and for most, it’s 
the best part of their swim— 
except, of course, when they 
touch the shore at the other 



Welland who successfully 
completed the epic crossing 
Tuesday morning, explained 

Around noon Monday, as 
she arrived at Queen’s Royal 
Park, the lake did not look 
welcoming. The wind had 
come up, and the waves 
appeared intimidating. But 
Arsenault said she had been 
assured “by the best weather 
forecasters” that the wind 
would not last, and it didn’t 
By the time her two daughters 


had slathered her with the 
jelly that would keep her 
warm through the long night, 
and she had said her good¬ 
byes to her family, friends and 
well-wishers, the lake had 
calmed. 

She knew that the current 
from the river would help 
carry her out, lifting her over 
those first waves, giving her a 
head start and allowing her to 
conserve strength for what is 
to follow. 

However, as she took her 
first strokes and quickly 
became a dot on the horizon, 
there was nothing that looked 
easy about what lay ahead. 

Arsenault had said she was 
well-prepared physically for 
the 52-km crossing, but as 
with all swimmers, having the 
mental strength to keep going 
was her biggest fear. 

She knew that when she was 
at her most exhausted, she 
would face the worst part of 
the journey. Unlike NOTL, the 
current in Toronto pushes 


swimmers away from shore, 
slowing them down when the 
end seems so close, yet so far. 

More than 22 hours after 
leaving the shore of NOTL she 
touched land at Marilyn Bell 
Park in Toronto, after having 
conquered nausea, vomiting, 
high winds and huge waves. 

Arsenault said she had been 
planning this swim for more 
than 20 years. Life, however, 
including her two beautiful 
daughters, kept detaining her. 

But in the long run, it was as 
much about her daughters, 
and the difficulties facing a 
single mom, that finally drove 
her into the water. 

Her girls are both swim¬ 
mers—swam beside her in the 
lake at times—and she under¬ 
stands as well as anyone how 
important it is to help children 
to be active, and how out-of- 
reach sports can be for those 
watching their pennies. 

The swim raised about 
$9,000 for Welland's 
International Flat Water

Centre, to ensure that kids will 
be able to swim. 

All of those who enter the 
water for the gruelling cross¬ 
ing have their own reasons for 
choosing to put themselves 
through that agony, and most 
are raising money for some 
cause that is dear to them.

Imagine the 
life-changing confidence that 
can give a person—if you can 
conquer the lake, you can

small way, that we have wit¬ 
nessed their grit and determi¬ 
nation, cheered as they took 
their first strokes, rooted while 
following their progress and 
silently said a prayer of thanks 
that they accomplished their 
goal safely. 

That’s all most of us can do.

The Yellow Wings of 
Canada is a year-long pro¬ 
gram paying tribute to the 
British Commonwealth Air 
Training Plan (BCATP), 
says Ruedi Suter, chairman 
of the Niagara District 
Airport. 

It all began when the 
Niagara District Airport 
was established in 1929, 
says Suter. 

“The airport became an 
important part of history 
when the BCATP used it to 
train about 1,000 pilots for 
the Second World War.” 

Niagara-on-the-Lake’s 
airport was one of many 
throughout Canada that 
set up a training school

and used the Yellow Wings 
— training planes used by 
soldiers in the 1940s. 

The planes are currently 
travelling across Canada, 
and as part of that journey, 
they stopped at the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake air¬ 
port to highlight the histo¬ 
ry of the BCATP, says Suter. 

"The airport in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake was called the 
No. 9 Elementary Flying 
Training School and the 
BCATP was a plan estab¬ 
lished to recruit and train 
new pilots for duties over- 

Suter credits the BCATP 
as the reason why the litde 
airport is still around. He 


says if it wasn't for its histo¬ 
ry, the airport probably 
would have closed down a 
long time ago. 

"It’s absolutely incredi¬ 
ble if you think about it 
from today’s perspective. If 
the training programs had¬ 
n’t happened, the airport 
in NOTL would have been 
gone a long time ago. Up 
until a few years ago, I 
don’t think many people 
even knew we had an air¬ 
port in NOTL."

As preparations are 
stepped up for 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations, the 
local horticultural society is 
gearing up to sell the official 
1812 Rose. 

About 1,000 of the red 
floribunda roses, developed 
and patented in Germany, 
is being grown in Nlagara- 
on-the-Lake by Rene 
Schmitz of Palatine Fruit 
and Roses. 

Proceeds from the sale of 
the rose, available potted or 
bare root, will help finance 
the 2012 Ontario 
Horticultural Convention to 


be held next August in 
NOTL. 

The deep crimson rose 
will be about two to four 
feet high, hardy, disease- 
resistant and a prolific 
bloomer.. 

Palatine, known as one of 
the best breeders and grow¬ 
ers of roses in North 
America, was approached 
about two or three years 
ago, says Shirley Madsen, 
president of the NOTL 
Horticultural Society. 

A rose committee looked 
at the possibilities, and 
chose this particular rose 
because there could be 
enough mature plants avail¬ 
able by 2012, and it is one 
that is relatively disease 
resistant and fairly easy to 

“They didn't want some¬ 
thing that would have to be 
babied, and this doesn't.” 

It deep red velvety petals 
will make a good show next 
year, he said. 

The regional 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial committee has also 
endorsed it as the official 
rose of the celebrations, 
said Madsen. 


The NOTL Horticultural 
Society is donating plants 
locally to several organiza¬ 
tions to ensure that there is 
a good show around town of 
the crimson blossoms—25 
roses will be planted by the 
town in a Queen Street bed, 
as a permanent location. 

Twelve have already been 
planted at the Niagara 
Historical Museum, two 
have been planted at 
McFarland House on the 
Niagara River Parkway and 
the NOTL Horticultural 
Society is hoping to do a 
planting at the Laura Secord 
homestead in Queenston 
and other local areas of his¬ 
torical significance. 

The 1812 Rose as already 
been planted on the 
grounds of the Niagara 
College School of 
Horticulture at the Glendale 
campus. 

The 1812 rose will be 
available to purchase 2012, 
2012 and 2014 only, with 
limited quantities. 

It is available locally from 
the NOTL Horticultural 
Society—not from Palatine, 
although once ordered, they 


can be picked up there. to order, call Madsen at 905- society@gmail.com 905-

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Some NOTL Hydro customers now being charged according to time of energy use

Time-of-use hydro rates 
are being phased in for 
Niagara-on-the-Lake resi¬ 
dents and small business 
owners, with all on the new 
billing system by the end of 
the month. 

About 2,900 of NOTL 
Hydro's 8,000 customers are 
now being billed according to 
the time of day they use their 
electricity, and will see the 
results in the bill they will 
receive around the third week 
of September. 

Time-of-use charges are 
being applied according to 
the billing cycle, says NOTL 
Hydro president Jim 
Huntingdon, which means 


the last group to be phased in 
won’t receive their bill until 
October. 

NOTL Hydro has complet¬ 
ed a series of four workshops 
to teach residents and small 
business owners about the 
new billing rates, why it was 
created, how it will be moni¬ 
tored and how to take advan¬ 
tage of the new pricing. 

Of about 150 customers 
who attended, there were 
only a few who were angry at 
the new billing—most just 
wanted to know if their hydro 
bill will rise, by how much, 
and how to keep the increase 
to a minimum, he said. 

While some people feel the 
time-of-use rates are a gov¬ 
ernment cash-grab, others 
look at it as a more realistic 
reflection of the cost of hydro. 

“We were encouraged by

the attendance and the inter¬ 
est from the community. 
Residents were very keen on 
how this would affect them 
and we were able to clarify 
many concerns.” 

All presentation material 
from the workshops, includ¬ 
ing the slide presentation, a 
video and all handouts, is 
available on NOTL Hydro's 
website at 

www.notlhydro.com. 

Ume-of-Use rates are a 
provincial initiative devel¬ 
oped to give customers an 
incentive to reduce energy 
use at peak times of the day, 
because peak demand is both 
expensive for consumers, 
and taxing on the environ¬ 
ment. 

"To those who were con¬ 
cerned about rising costs, we 
had to tell them this is legisla¬ 
tion, something we have to 
do,” said Huntingdon. 

“We’re just the messenger.” 


Many of those who attend¬ 
ed the workshops presented 
their individual situations— 
such as seniors who are 
accustomed to cooking their 
dinner at 5 p.m. during peak 
hours—to know how they 
can cut back, explained 
Huntingdon. 

There are three price peri¬ 
ods: peak, mid-peak, and off- 
peak. Rates are set by the 
Ontario Energy Board (OEB) 
and are subject to change 
every six months (May 1 and 
Nov. 1). 

While residents were 
advised to run appliances 
such as dishwashers and do 
their laundry after 7 p.m., 
when the rates fall, it was dif¬ 
ficult to have a solution for 
small businesses that operate 
during peak hours, says 
Huntingdon. They were 
advised that they could cut 
back on some uses such as air 
conditioning, and switch to 


energy-saving lights. conservation and energy-
